With our contentions their irreligious humor alſois 
ſtrengthened ; nothing pleaſeth them better then theſe 
foldoppofitions about the matter of Religion, as well forthai 
they have the more opportunity to learn on one fide howthe

A ff fort of Hiders are thoſe Enthuſians that ſhun the affe- 
ed bombaſted language of Jehmen, and fuch-like, but yet give us 
much of the body of Popery, headed by an infallible prophetick 
Spirit, inſtead of the Pope. Such as the Authors of the Book a 
— the Aſſemblies Confeſlion, owned by Parker, but fwd: to 

written by a Loxdon-DoRtor. And many uch Doctors know 
and hear of abroad in England. T hey take upon them to bead 
verſaries to the Pope, but they are friends to his Doctrines, and 
maintain the neceſſity of an infall ible living Judge, and ſend us to 
Prophets for this infallible judgement. And could the Papiſts 
bring men once to this, it is an eaſie matter co ſtrike off the feign- 
ed prophetick head, by diſgracing ſuch as meer fantaſticks, and 
to ſet on the ancient Papal head, which onely will agree with 
the body they have received. So much of che Libertines and 
Hiders of their Religion, (of all ſorts.) 

Another fort that are ſpawned by the Papiſts, are ſtark Hea- 
thens, Atheiſts or Infidels. Not that they deſire that men ſhould 
be abſolutely and finally Iafidels: But, 1. They would make 
the world believe, that all muſt be infidels chat will not receive 
the Chriſtian Faith upon the Roman account and terms: and in 
order to this, they induſtriouſly ſeek to diſgrace the Holy Scri- 
pture, and overthrow all che grounds of the Faith of ſuch as they 
diſpute with; and ſo make them Infidels in order to the proof 
of that their affirmation. 2. And then they think they muſt take 
them off all Religion, to prepare them for the Popiſh Religion. 
3. And the malice of ſome of them is ſuch, that they had rather 
men were [nfidels then Proteſtants: or at leaſt they will venture 
them upon infidelity in the way, rather then not take them off 
from being Proteſtants. And no wonder, when — allow Infi- 
dels ſo mnch more charity then Proteſtants, as to their ſalvati- 
on: for Rome burneth Proteſtants, but giveth toleratiom for 
Jews. And thus by t heſe * devices, the Hidervin 12 
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land that keep cloſe theit᷑ Religion, are diſtovered at laſt to be 
one part of them Infidels or Heathens,and another part of them 
Papiſts. And no wonder if they would lately have introduced 
the Jews here into England, and if they have ſo many other de- 
ſignes to promote this Apoſtacie.

SECT. V. 


How the Jeſuites hide themſelves, and how they may be diſ- 
covered, 


1 they carry on their deſign by hiding themſelves a- 
mong us, and by peculiar diſpenſations coming to any of 
our Aſſemblies, or joyning in worſhip with any party either 
good or bad. . | 

Indeed the principal means by which they conceal them- 
ſelves, is, By thruſting themſelves into all Sects and Parties, and 
putting on the vizor of any ſide, as their cauſe requiteth. It is 
well known thac formerly we had an abundance of them that 
went under the name of Proteſtants, and were commonly called 
Church» Papifis : but there is great reaſon to think that there is 
more ſuch now, Some of them call- themſelves Independents, 
ſome creep in among the Azabaptiſty, and ſome. go under the 
cloak of 4rminiens, and ſome Soctniaus, and {ome Millexaries, 
and all the other Sects before-mentioned. They animate the 
V aniſts, the Bebmeniſts, and other Enthuſiaſts 3 the Seekers, the 
Buakers, the Originiſt, and all the Juglers and Hiders of the 
times: it is they that keep life in Libertini/ms, and in Infidelity 
it ſelf, Among every one of theſe parties you may find them, 
if you have the skill of unmas k ing them. 

Another way of hiding themſelves, is, By having a Diſpenſa- 
tion to come to any of our Aſſemblies, or joyn in worſhip with 
any party, good or bad: or elſe they will prove it lawful with- 
our a Diſpenſation, where the Pope interdicteth it not. And 
their way is this: That all the old known Papiſts,cſpecially of 
the poorer ſort, ſhall be fill forbidden to come to our Aſſem- 
blies, leſt they bring the blot of levity and tewporizing on their 


Reli- 
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Religion, and leſt there ſnould not be a viſible party among them 
to countenance their cauſe, But the new Proſelytes, eſpecially 
ſuch as are of any power and intereſt in the World, and may do 


them more ſervice in a'maſked way, and can fairly avoid the im · 


putation of Popery,theſe ſhall have leave to come to out Aſſem- 
blies, when their cauſe may make advantage of it. 

That you may ſee feign not all this of them, (beſides the 
proof from certain Experience, which we dayly ſee) let me lay 
before you the Deciſions of one of their principal Directors, in 
this work of propagating their Faith: and that is, Them. 4.7e(s 
de Converſ, Gentium. How tar they are for favouring of Heathens 
and Infidels, and liberty of conſcience for them, (for all their 
cruelty to Proteſtants) you may ſee bim, /ib.5. Dub. 4. p. 07. 
Where he tells you, that the ſentence commonly received in the 
Schools, is, That it is not lawful for Chriſtian Princes to uſe any 
force againſt Infidels, for fins againſt the Law of Nature it felt: 
and citeth Caject. Victoria, Crvarruv. Greg. de valent. And him- 
felfdecides it in the middle way of Azoriss: © That Pagans may 
ce not be puniſhed for deſpiſing the honour and worſhip of God, 
& though they may for — — every man his own, and for 
* theft, murder, falſe witneſſe, and other ſins that are againſt 
mens right. Compare this with Sir H. Janes Doctrine of Ziberty. 

And lib. 5. part 1. Dub, 6. pag. 220. he teacheth, That a 
Catholic k _ among Hereticks may( when the ſcandalizing 
«© of others forbids it not) for fear of death, go to the Temples 
* of Hereticks,and be among them in their meetings and Aſſem- 
** blies, becauſe of it ſelf it is a thing indifferent: for a man may 
*for many cauſes go te the Temples of Hereticks,and be among 
them in their Aſſemblies, as that he may the eaſilyer and more 
e eſſectually and commodiouſly conſute their errours, or on o- 
<* ther juſt occaſions, (unleſs accidently it ſcandalize others.) 
«© Yea, as Arorius faith, he may do it to obey a Prince, though 
he be an Heretick, when he feareth the loſs of his honor,main- 
**renance or life: for in this he onely obeyeth his Prince: eſpe- 
« cially if among the faithful (that is, the Papiſts) be openly af- 
* firm, that he doth it onely to obey his Prince, and not to pro- 
« fs{s the heretical ſect: for by that open atteſtation he avaid- 
it eth the offence and danger of Catholic ks, and well declineth 
- * the unjuſt vexation of the Prince. Ez And 
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And that Papiſts may ear fleſb e days when their Church forbids 
ir, to hide themſelves among beretich, he determineth i Dub. 5. 
5.218, 219. So that the Papiſts are abundantly provided for their 
ſecurity, againſt ſuch as would diſcover them, when it ſtands not 
with their ends to diſcloſe themſelves. 

Another moſt eſſectual way of Hiding tbemſelvesis, by gui vo- 
cation or mental reſervations, which we uſe to call Lying, when 
they are examined about their' Religion, their Orders or their 
actions. Lying that hurteth not another, they commonly main- 
tain ro be but a venial fin, which, ſay moſt of them, is properly no 
Fn at all. And to equivocate or reſerve one halt of your anſwer 
to your ſelves, ſay the Jeſuires, is not Lying, nor unlawful, in caſe 
3 mans intereſt requireth him to do it. See the words of their 
own caſuiſts cited for this by Montaltus the Panſeniſt. Were it 
a thing chat needeth proof, I would give you enough of it. T hom. 
à Jeſs the Curmelite, ubi ſup. Dub. 4. pag 218. ſecureth them 
ſufficiently : His Qyeſtion is ¶ Whether one that denieth it when 
he is arked of a Heretich whether he be a prieſt, or a religions 
or whether he heard Divine ſervice, ds fin againſt the con dime} 
faith He anfwereth, | No: for that is no denying himſelf to 


be 
a Chriſtian, or C atholick.: For it is lawful to diſſemble or hide the 
perſon 7 aclergy man or a Religions man, wit homt alye in word: ſeſ 
a. man be n__ and in danger of his life and for the ſame cauſe 
he may lay by his habit, omit prayers, 8C becauſe humane 
Laws ot the moſt part bind not the ſubjects conſcience he there is 
great hazardof life, as in this caſe Azorius bath well taught. fut. 
Mor. Tom. 1 lib. 8. c. 27. ] So that by che conſent of moſt, there 
is no danger to a Papiſt in any ſuch caſe from his own confeſſion. 
Another way of Hiding their Religion and themſelves, is by 
fd Oaths,which we called wilful per jury, but the Jeſuites take 
r a Lawful thing, when a mental Reſervation or Equivecation 
ſupplyeth the want of verbal truth, as their words cited by the 
forementioned Jan ſenian, teſtiſie. And who will ever want ſo ca- 
ke, ſo obvious, ſo cheap a Remedy againſt all danger of perjury, 
as a mental Reſer vation is?

As if any wiſe 
man will leave his houſe or grounds till he knowes where to be 
better:oc will forſake his ſtaft that he leaneth on, or the food that 
he feedech on, till he know where to have a better grovifion or 
ſupport. Do they think wiſe men will be made irreligious? They

Shipboard [7 hat fools are yon to venture your lives in ſuch a Ship 
that bath ſo much encumbrance and danger, and ſo many flaws, and 
but a few inches between you and deatb, and is guided by ſuch a Pilot 

4s may betray you, or caſt away your lives for ought you know ? ] They 

know now that none but mad men will be perſwaded by ſuch 

words as theſe to leap into the Sea to eſcape theſe dangers : and 

therefore they do this but to make men willing to paſſe into 
their Ship, and take them for our Pilots, If you are wiſe there- 

fore, hold them to it, and leap not over-boardy but keep where 

you are, tell they have ſhewed you a ſafer. Veſſel and Pilot: 

which they can never do. 

And you may ſtrongly conjecture at the quality of theſe 
Juglers, by their conſtanc oppoſition againſt tbe Miniſtry. It is 
AMiniſters that are their eye-ſores ; the hinderers of their King- 
dom: Could they but get down theſe, the work was done, the 
day were their own: And therefore their main buſineſſe, what- 
ever vizor they put on, is to bring the people into a diſlike or 
contempt of the Miniſtry. If they ſeem Quakers,they will rail 
at them : If they ſeem Seckers, they will diſpute againſt their 
calling: If they ſeem the gentleſt Behmeniſts, they have their 
girds at them, to acquaint the World that they are miſguided 
by them. But at firſt, they will not let you know which is the 
true Miniſtry, if ours be not; or which is the true Church, it 
ours be not: Here they leave you · | 

The Jugling Papiſt, what vizor ſoever he wears,is commonly 

putting in for his own opinions, of the Neceſſity of a Fudg of 
Controverſies, an. Infallible Church, a fate of per fectien bere, the 
magnifying of our own inberent Rygbteouſneſſe, without any great 
eſteem of Juſtification by the forgiveneſſe of ſin; and many ſuch 


like. 
Pa piſis 
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Papiſis have ſtill an aking tooth at the Auiboritie and ſuſicien- 
cie of Scripture 3 and therefore on one pretence or other are ſtill 
diſgracing and impugning ic, and leading men aſide to ſome o- 
ther Rule, ; 

Papiſts have ſtill an enmity againſt the Power of the Magiſtrate 
in malters of Religion: For in ſuch matters their Vice · chriſt mult 
be the only Judge. Whereas indeed, by that time the Magiſtrate 
hath judged, Vbo is puniſhable by the Sword, and the Paſtors and 
Particular Churches have judged, Who is :xcommunicable, (which 
are their undoubted works) there is nothing left for a Pope to 
do, Suſpe&them that are for Liberty for all; or at lealt for 
all that ate no worſe then Papiſt:. They that fer open this 
door, intend to creep in at it themſelves at laſt. 

And it is a ſuſpicious ſign when you find men enemies to the 
Unity, Peace and Settlement of our Churches, but would Rill 
keep us in diviſion and diſtraftiov. And yet ſome of theſe men 
will lament our Diviſions, and cry up Unity, but they will ſe- 
cretly hinder it, or do nothing to attain it. 

And it is ſomewhat ſuſpicious to ſee nlen hang looſe from all 
our Churches in their practice, and joyn With none, nor com- 
municate in the Sacraments, If they know not Sacraments and 
Church-communion to be both our Duty,and the means of our- 
ſtrength and comfort, it is doubtful whether they are Chriſti - 
ans or Infidels, But if they know this of the Neceſſity and uſe. 
of Sacraments,andChurch-communion in general, and yet join 
not with any of our Churches herein, it's a ſhrewd ſuſpition 
that they have an eye upon ſome other Church. For ſure a 
tender conſcience would not be many years in reſolving of fo 

great and practical a point, no more then he would live many 
years without Prayer, on pretence of being unſatisfied in the 
mode of Prayer. 


And yet on the contrary fide, there are ſome Jugling Papiſts, 
eſpecially in our Councils, Civil and Eecleſiaſtick, that play 
their game by over-doing, and making every thingto be Popiſh 
and Antichriftian, to drive us into extreams, and into opinions 
in which we may eaſily be baffled. And it's not a little that 
they have won of us at this game. |

The ſecond will apparently, by 
fiftions and diſtractions, us footing for continual 
attempts. But to make all ſure ; we will ſecretly have 
our partie among the Puritans alſo, that we may be ſurę 
to maintain our intereſt which way ever the world goes] 
The event with common reaſon and many full diſcoveries 
ſnew, that this was the frame of the Papiſts plot.

Remedies againſt the 
der things, from any cenſiſtency or ſettlement, by over: 
throwing that which was ſo lately Eſtabliſhed, ; 

13. Gods withdrawing many eminent men and 
Champions of our Cauſe, juſt at the time when they 
might be moſt uſeful by their pains and prudence to the 
Proteſtant Religion in general, and the Church of Eng 
land in particular. 


14. God excerciſing thoſe that remain able and faith- 
ful, with continual reproaches and ſufferings, in ſo much 
that we are tempted to give over all as deſperate and paſt 
remedy, our people lighting us, our Adverſaries laugh- 
ing us to ſcorn, and our freinds having left their firſt love 
and zeal for the Worſhip and truths of God, for which 


our forefathers ſo earneſtly contended , forſake the aſſem-- 


bling of themſelves together, deſert the Comunion of 
Saints and leave the Engliſh Church (to be a ſcorn, a by 
word an Hiſing among her adverſaries abroad and at 
home) as a deſert, deſolate without inhabitant. 


15. Theſe things together with the prevalency of 
Athe:ſme,che doubting upon all manner of errors(fomen- 
ted by the deluded and the malitious) the endleſs ſepera- 
tions, the infinite ſcruples againſt all ſetlement, the ſprea- 
ding diſcontent, the common ignorance unbeleif of, and 
prejudice againſt all wholſome doctrine, all order and 
diſcipline , juſtify his Majeſties gracious Proclamation a- 
gainſt Preiſts and Jeſuites , who promote theſe extrava- 
gancies, and waite to make adyantages of them , as moſt 
neceſſary and moſt ſeaſonable. 


That this Proclamation & other Courſes taken againſe 
the growth of Popery, may be the more ſucceſsful ; well 
foreleeing that his Majeſty and his great Counſels care 
will be in vain, unleſs every one in his place reſolve to 
joyn with them and do for themſelves and others what 
may moſt likely promote the ends aimed at a —

Laws and orders, we humbly offer cheſe fowllowing 
particulars, as great Remidies againſt the growth of Po- 
pery- 


1, We for our ſelves being ſenſible of our former mit- Ram. 1. 


carriages, do intend with Gods aſſiſtance, laying aſide all 
ſtudy of parts & ſides, and all carnal reſpects in the world 
as one man faithfully & diligently to watch over our own 
flocks, feeding them with ſaving knowledge, diſpencing 
the word and Sacraments carefully, inſtructing them in 
the principles of true Religion,and the foundation of the 
Chriſtian Faith, diſcovering what is Popery, what is not 
induſtriouſly, ſubmitting to order and Government meek- 
ly, watching ſeducers carefully ; and endeavouring our 
peoples Eſtabliſhment in the trath conſcientiouſly, we 
ſhall endeavour to open our Religion to you clearly, ſhew 
you the inward glory of ic powerfully, bring ic into your 
ſouls and lives ſucceſsfully Eſtabliſh you in the grace and 
comfort of it ſo firmly that you will not be by every 

wind of Doctrine, nor led away with the Error of the 

wicked; we will leave all deep impertinent, uſeleſs points 
not medling with things out of our line nor troubling 
you any more with State Affaires, but purſue the one 
thing neceſſary, vix. Build you up in your moſt holy 
faith, that you may have an Inheritance among them, who 
by it in all ages have been Sartified, and we will end ea- 
vour to be ſuch examples and patterns to them that be- 
leive of ſelf-denial, ſerious holineſs , humility, Tempe- 
rance, peaceableneſs, Obedience, Charity, and all grace 
and vertue, that notwithſtanding all the ſuggeſtions of 
ſeducers, you may be perſwaded God is among us and in 
our ways of a truth. 


2. We earneſtly beſeech and exhort you our people 
to aſſiſt your gracious Soveraign againſt the growth of 
Popery, and to that purpoſe we intreat you.

To ſubmitto every Ordinance of man for the Lords 
ſake, whether to the King as Su., or to them that 
are ſent by him, that you may ſtrengthen his hand, which 
you have hitherto weakened; O let us be no more im po- 
ſed upon by the Papiſts to oppoſe the — ther 
they of that oppoſition may make their advantage, if we 
ſtand not to the Government; Popery will break in up- 
on us like a mighty flood. 


2. Take care of diſcontents, murmers, repinings and 
whiſperings which the Adverſary promoteth, and impro- 
veth to his advantage, let us poſſeſs our ſouls in patience, 
and fit down peaccably every one under his own Vine , 
every one under his own Fig: tree, being contented 
with what ſtate ſoever wearein, and we ate ſafe from 
any Forraign impreſſions, or any domeſtick temptations, 
diſcontents breed fears, fears cauſe diſturbances , diſturb- 
ance pulls down Law, and then comes in all errors and 


enormities, eſpecially Popery which is the main de- 


ſign of all confuſions , but content breeds peace, peace 
ſtrengthens Law, and Law checks all Seducers. 


Take heed that you be dot fo troubleſome, that 
Magiſtrates may be willing rather to comply with ſober 
Catholiques, then be afronted and abuſed by you; it is a 
miracle of grace and mercy that our moſt gracious Sove- 
raign fince he ſaw his father murthered, and himſelf 
baniſhed by his Proteſtant Subjects, ſo that he had no 


where to lay his head but among Papiſts, yet is ſo firm to 


the Proteſtant Religion, that now he is in power to gra- 
tify his Catholique freinds, and be revenged of his Pro- 
dens enemies, he praciouſly defendeth the faith of 
the one and ſuppreſſeth the Errors of the other.

Rem, 5. Keep up the ſpiritualneſſe and Decency of our Re- 
ligion, that you may not by formality fall into the ſuperſtiti- 
on of Popery; nor yet by rudeneſs and undecency,betray the 
honour of Proteſtantiſme;---tempting men with your irregu- 
larities and diſorder in Worſhip to fall in love with the Pompe, 
gaud and pretended order of the Catholicke way. 

Rem. 6. Take care that you yeild not the Papifts too much 
advantage by crying down Ordinances, Miniſtry, &c. as Po- 
piſh, leaſt at laſt the Papiſt underhand may improve this hu- 
mor ſo far that there may be nothing ſolemne, nothing eſtab- 
liſted but what is Popiſh; and > at laſt the people may think 
there is no Religion but Popery. 

Rem. 7. Take heed of falſe Teachers; try the Spirits. 
hold faſt chat which is good;---eſpecially beware of their in- 
ſinuationʒ who creep into houſes: you may have forgot the 
blood of Martyrs; you never ſmarted under perſecution : 
you may be offended at our lives, or at a loſſe in our divifions-— 
but we hope (brethren and belovedin the Lord) that you will 
not be ſeduced by that forbid you the reading of Scripture 
which is your life, (as if Gods word were dangerous) that take 
from you the cup of Bleſſing and the blood of yonr dear Lord 
Teſus Chriſt, — who will make you Worſhip Images contrary 
to the Second Commandement , whoadd to s Word the 
Traditions of men, &«. take care of any that bring not with 
them the wholſome Doctrine of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : you 
muſt expect now his Majeſty and the Law lay hold of Jeſuits 
that they will not appear barefaced, but now they are baniſhed 
they will turne Sectaries or Tradſmen; and ſo publickly or 
privately ſow their Tares: watch and pray, — and endea- 
vour to diſcerne things that differ, and to know all pretender 
by their fruit, —. | 

Rem. 8. Therefore take care of your Company and Neigh- 
bours, look with whom you converſe, — avoid all appearance 
of evil; evil Communication corrupt good Manners ; __ take 
care, you may have a Jeſuite Merchant, Tradſman, your next 
Neighbour who {ball iuſenſibly infinuate into you the body of 
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Popery, whom you may be the more willing to hearken to be- 
cauſe you may admire to hear that from a Tradſman which you 
cannot hear from many Schollars ; when alas! it may be he 
was bred a Schollar all his dayes. 

Rem. g. Take care you read only good Bookes, you may 
have a good to ſatisſie in any thing when you cannot have a 
good Miniſter, — get Fewell, Perkins, — eſpecially the Scrip- 
ture which the Papiſts know will eſtabliſh, therefore if it 
lay in their power you ſhould not read it. ” 

Kem, 11. Forſake not the aſſemblying of your ſelves toge- 
ther : keep cloſe to the Ordinances and Miniſtry of Jeſus 
Chriſt; beware of Conventicles, as of Peſt-houſes. the 
Papiſts defire no more but to draw you from the Ordinance, 
and from true Miniſters, for then they think you will attend 
to every temptation,. and hearken to every ſeducer, hold 
commnnion with thoſe Churches with which Chrift hold com- 
munion: ſeperate from the fins of Chriſtians, and not from the 
Ordinances of Chriſt:— alas! if you once neglect the Church 
you will as others have ſo many turnings and changes till at 
laſt you become Seekers for a true Religion; — and then the 
Jeſuit will teach you to find it in Rome : If all Chriſtians 
would attend the pure Ordinances of Chrift, there would be 
ina little while no ſuch ching as Popery in the World. 

Rem. 12, Be well grounded in the ſaving Truths of our 
Religion : and cauſe your Children and Servants to ſubmit to 
publicke Catechiſing; and traine them up in a Reverence to 
Gods Ordinances and Miniſtry, Catechiſing, and ſetling our 
ſelves in the great principles of Religion is the only way to 
keep out Popery. 

Rem. 13. Receive the truth in the love of it; and endea- 
vour to feel the comfort and power of Religion in your ſoules, 
and all the ſeJucers in the World cannot move you againſt the 
evidence of your heart and Soul: if you are Proteſtants out 
of cuſtome, education, or in ſubmiſlion to authority, only you 
may be perverted, but if you have ſound evidence of, and in- 
ward affectious to the good way you profeſſe, you are —_— 
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Rem. 14. Endeavour to learn how Popery corrupted Re- 
ligion by little and little; — and what was that truth that 
was in the World before Popery. 

Rem. 1 . When you are asked where was your Religion 
before Luther tell them it was as it is in the Scripture, and in 
the hearts of good men, that live according to the Seripture. 

Rem. 16. Although you ought to be ready to give a reaſon 
of the hope that is in you, yet diſpute not, and tell the Papiſts 
you cannot diſpute, you can live and die; and tell them we 
will diſpute with them, | 

Rem, 17. Hold faith with 2 good conſcience, have a good heart, aud you 
will have a good head ; live well and you will believe right; O ſtudy 

Sincerity. 

Rem. 70 Be watchfull over your (elves &others, & look to your relation 

Rem. 19. Be couragiousand taichfull in your plac s, - -n vaine doeth 
his Majeſty make lawes againſt recuſants;if you connive at them, you muſt 
diſcover ꝓreſe nt, & 1 to juſtice. as e yet you would have fin and 
errour remo d, you mult affiſt your Soyercign agaiaſt both ja your places. 

Rem. 20. Keep your ſelves unſpored from the erro's & d fturbances of 
the times, and cleave to peace and truth with full purpoſe of heart ;--- 
marke th-m that cauſe divifions and avoid them. 

Rem. 21. Endea vont in your places to heal ſad diviſions, & breaches that 
we may be murually tuned in the defence of the Goſpel, and in the 
promet.ng of the common Faith — 1, that are. ſtronge, de ſpi 
not the weak 3 you that ate weak cenſure of (5-0 the ſtronge, 
all mutually receive and love one another, and let there be no unkind di- 
ſtances, or unbrotberly eſtrangements among us: Let all Chriſtians my 
the unity of the ſpirit in the bond of peace, . not ipeaking hardly again 
or wounding one anothers reputation, but ſpeaking often together to build 
one another mutually in the moſt Holy Fanb.—. 

Rem. 23. Look to your Faqmilles--and children, keep every one of you 
a Proceſtant Church in his Houſe.--- 

Rem. 23. Walk with God, dn a conſt: at courſe of duties and you are 
ſafe from Popery. 

Rem. 24. Have your eye unto God ſtill by Faich and Prayer ſora right 
underſtanding in his wayes--»for wiſdome from above, - and the hely 
Spirit chat may lead you unto all truch. 

Rem. 25. Take hced of formaliry,cuſtomarinefle,or car. lefleneſs n the 
performance of holy duties, ---as of that whi:h leads to Popery ; keep 
up an holy ſſerious, ſpiricuall aud carctull frame of Spit it in duties, and 
yon will ever be papiſts. 

Rem. 26. Be waned from the World, and ready to ſuff-r, and E you 
can bur ſuffer wit h an eye upon another world you need not fear Popery. 
Rem. 27. though you never live to times ſerkyyct have your hearts 
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and conſcienccs [ered 3 be ſtediaſt in your judgements, in your veſolution: 
in your faith, n ycut conſciences, in your affeftions, in your ccavc ſat ons, 

Rem. 28. Carry ths alwaycs along with you, vix. It the Papiſtserre in 
one th ng (and we hope you know they re in more than one} they erre 
in all,---tor this is the ground of all their Religion that they cannot etre. 

I. Scripture 3 true of not tue: if not, Popery is not true mich pleadetb its 
war cit from it (And ſome of them argue, as if they puryſſed to difproxe the 
Scraſtu e, and to imiſ ate Samſon in pulling down the he uſe en th ir own heads 
and ou, in revenge for the diſhanour they have ſuffered by the Scripture.)
